Communities across the nation are 
feeling the initial pinch of the grow-\ 
ing “energy crisis,” and Rensselaer 
is no exception. The town is exper- 
iencing the worst fuel crisis in its 
history and because of this, electric 
power may not be available to its 
residents and to Saint Joseph’s Col- 
lege. 

. 

The Student Life Committee met 
Wednesday night to discuss in what 
areas the college could curtail the use 
of electricity to aid the town, and 
prevent an electricity shortage on 
campus. 

The citizens of Rensselaer have al- 
ready taken steps to conserve the 
city’s diminishing supply of diesel 
fuel. Mayor Emmett Eger ordered a 
blackout of street lights. Lowering of 
of thermostats and a four-day, ten- 
hour week for industries and schools 
have also been suggested. 

Rensselaer’s allocation of diesel 
fuel is controlled by the federal Of- 
fice of Oil and Gas in Chicago. The 
city’s November allotment is 36,000 
gallons, compared to the 140,000 gal- 
lons consumed by the community in 
the month of October.

Fr. Paul R. White, vice-president 
of the college, spoke to students 
Thursday, during the various Core 
lecture assemblies, informing them of 
the immediacy of the energy crisis, 
and what conservation action the col- 
lege intended to take to alleviate the 
situation. He emphasized that cur- 
tailment of electricity would be done 
only in those areas - where the light 
was expendable, so as not to disrupt 
the normal activities of the students. 

Curtailment was suggested for the 
following areas: 

1. Blackout all exterior lights that 
are not essential in terms of campus 
security and safety, i.e. some parking 
lots, the grotto after a certain hour. 

2. The plumbing and electrical of- 
fices will be moved from the campus 
farms to the janitorial building on 
campus to eliminate the use of elec- 
tricity in outlying areas. 

3. Raleigh Hall to be locked after 
10 p.m.

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Stresses Personal Touch 


In order to provide more extensive 
counseling and guidance services for 
Saint Joseph’s College students, the 
Guidance Clinic is now undergoing a 
total revamping, according to Dr. 
James Kenny, Director of Guidance. 
Besides coordinating the various 
guidance services, the new system is 
intended to make the guidance func- 
tion more responsive to the students 
by making it more readily available 
to them on a personal basis. 

The main thrust of the ^organiza- 
tional efforts is to bring academic 
and vocational counseling to the stu- 
dents through their major academic 
departments. Each department chair- 
person will have the responsibility of 
assigning counselors to departmental 
majors, advising students who are 
experiencing academic difficulty, and 
keeping students informed on cur- 


rent job-placement opportunities. De- 
partment chairpersons will have sev- 
eral channels of guidance at their 
disposal to facilitate the enactment of 
these duties. 


The Senate accepted the constitu- 
tion of the Biology Club. The club’s 
purpose is to afford its members the 
basic facilities for the exercise of 
their studies in biology. 


First, the Guidance Clinic will 
compile “trouble lists” every semes- 
ter after grades are odt, providing 
the name, grade point indices, SAT 
scores, etc., of students experiencing 
academic difficulty. At present, 
“trouble” signs which would make a 
student eligible for a “trouble list” 
include a cumulative index below 
2.00, a semester index below 1.80, or 
a drop of .50 or more from the pre- 


vious semester’s grade point index 


Upon receiving such notification 
about a student in his department, 
the chairperson will assist the stu- 
dent and notify the Guidance Clinic 
as to what has been done about the 
problem. Hopefully, “trouble lists” 
will make a problem student aware 
of his situation and prevent the need 
for academic probation.

EXPANDING WHILE BALANCING THE BUDGET 
This proposal, while needed, goes into the face of a ten 
percent budget cut, which affects all departments. This would 
affect the program in that needed equipment and facilities 
would not be available to women, simply because there is no 
money to work with, other than that already allotted. For ex- 
ample, desperately-needed upgrading of dressing room facili- 
ties for women would be needed before any action could be 
taken on a major, but there is little or no money available to 
do the job right. Needed equipment for gymnastics classes and 
upgrading of the tennis courts are two other important neces- 
sities that are needed immediately before a women's p.e. ma- 
jor can be implemented effectively. 

DEPARTMENT ALREADY OVERLOADED 
Finally, but most importantly, to run the major, the de- 
partment has to have teachers. The current department instruc- 
tors are already at the point of no return now, not only with 
classes but with coaching as well, since every member of the 
department has another job after class as a coach or admin- 
istrator. One, perhaps two new teachers will be needed to 
teach the additional courses which would emerge with addit- 
ional students in the department, and that, unless the admin- 
istration has been telling fibs, is going to take money which
